A  season  of  surprises 


The  fall  of  1977  was  a  disappointing  season  for  the  Polar 
Bears  as  they  went  2-7  overall  and  only  1-4  in  conference 
play.  With  19  cf  22  starters  back  from  the  previous  year. 
Coach  Wally  Hoods  squad  was  the  pre-season  favorite  to 
challenge  Wittenberg  for  the  OAC  Red  Division  crown. 
However,  the  running  game  was  crippled  when  Steve  Decker 
was  hurt  at  the  beginning  of  the  season. 

Despite  the  poor  record,  the  squad  was  the  best  Northern 
passing  team  in  recent  history.  Bob  Taylor  passed  for  845 
yards,  just  68  yards  short  of  the  school  record.  Taylor,  Tim 
Greene,  and  Brian  Rockhold  combined  for  a  total  passing 
yardage  of  1400,  a  new  school  record.  Martin  ranked  nation¬ 
ally  and  led  the  OAC  in  receiving. 

Other  conference  leaders  included  Bob  Taylor  in  punt 
returns  and  sixth  in  passing  and  Mike  Martin  fifth  in  punting. 
Chris  Wilson  and  Mike  Martin  were  both  first  team  OAC 
selections.

If  there  was  a  comeback  aw  ard  in  the  collegiate  soccer  world 
of  Ohio,  this  year’s  award  would  have  to  go  to  Ohio  Northern 
University.  The  1977  team  lost  four  of  its  first  six  games,  then 
bounced  back  to  finish  with  an  8-4  record  and  a  second  place  tie 
in  its  first  year  of  OAC  competition. 

The  Bears,  in  only  their  third  varsity  season,  were  the  victims 
of  scheduling  at  the  outset  of  the  season.  Coach  Amar  Bhatta¬ 
charya  had  to  face  the  defending  OAC  Northern  Division 
champs,  Wooster,  in  the  opener  without  either  of  the  two 
goalies  he  had  in  last  year’s  9-3  season.  To  make  matters  worse, 
six  of  the  team’s  first  seven  games  were  on  the  road. 

Filling  in  the  goalie  spot  was  sophomore  Mike  Scaperato  of 
Eastlake,  Ohio.  Scaperato  had  never  played  soccer  before  and 
not  surprisingly  needed  time  to  adapt.  The  Bears  beat  Bluffton 
and  Ashland  after  the  opening  loss  to  Wooster,  but  then  lost  to 
Wilmington,  Mount  Union,  and  Denison. 

The  big  turn-around  started  when  the  bears  travelled  to 
Gambier  to  meet  Kenyon  College.  With  Scaperato’ s  first  shutout 
(4-0)  and  some  fine  offensive  play  by  Dan  Depperman  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the  Bears  were  on  their  way.  The  Kenyon  win 
started  a  six  game  season-ending  streak.  The  booters  beat  To¬ 
ledo,  Baldwin  —  Wallace,  Heidelberg,  Capitol,  and  Oberlin. 

Depperman  was  the  team’s  top  scorer  with  nine  points  on 
eight  goals  and  one  assist.  Jim  Giles  had  points,  and  Jim  Mosher 
netted  six  points. 

Fourteen  players  are  returning  next  year  and  Bhattacharya 
hopes  to  improve  on  this  season’s  record,  8-4  overall  and  4-2  in 
conference  play. 
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A  tough  regular  season  schedule  finally  paid  off  for 
the  Ohio  Northern  women's  basketball  team  as  Coach 
Gayle  Lauth's  charges  roared  to  a  third  place  finish  in 
state  competition,  their  best  performance  ever  in  the 
tournament. 

It  was  a  rough  regular  season  slate  but  the  gals  came 
through  with  a  9-6  record  including  what  Lauth  called 
her  biggest  victory  yet,  a  62-57  upset  of  Bowling  Green. 
The  Bears  also  compiled  a  perfect  5-0  mark  against 
OAC  schools. 

It  all  helped  prepare  Northern  for  the  rugged  state 
tournament  where  the  Bears  beat  Rio  Grande  85-55, 
upset  second  seeded  Mt.  St.  Joseph's  63-60  and  took 
fourth  seeded  Cedarville  67-64  in  the  consolation  cham¬ 
pionship.  The  team's  only  loss  was  a  79-71  setback 
suffered  at  the  hands  of  eventual  state  champion  and 
the  host  school  Ashland  College.  It  gave  the  Bears  a  12- 
7  overall  season  record  with  a  veteran  team  returning  in 
1978-79. 

The  stars  were  many  on  this  year's  team  but  particu¬ 
larly  worth  noting  are  Polly  Wilkes  who  led  the  team  in 
scoring  and  rebounding  and  other  regulars  like  Vicki 
Mauk,  Roxie  Karg,  Cheryl  Haupricht,  Julie  Lenhart, 
Margie  Coate  and  Linda  Maurer. 
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Cross  Country 

A  year  of  injuries 


Despite  a  season-long  rash  of  injuries.  Northern’s 
cross  country  team  had  another  successful  season. 

Mike  Becraft,  who  did  not  run  until  the  Findlay 
College  Invitational  on  October  8th,  eventually  led 
the  Polar  Bears  to  a  fourth  place  finish  at  the  OAC 
conference  meet.  Besides  taking  first  place  laurels  in 
the  conference,  Becraft  also  did  well  enough  at  the 
National  meet  to  qualify  as  an  All-American. 
Northern  had  three  runners  eligible  for  the  Nationals 
—  Becraft,  Dan  Schoenlein,  and  Matt  McGowan  — 
by  placing  in  the  top  twenty-five  in  the  conference. 
Coach  Gale  Daugherty  felt  “we  had  a  super  season”, 
and  considering  the  injuries,  it  was  definitely  a  team 
effort.  At  one  time  during  the  season,  the  squad  was 
without  the  services  of  Matt  McGowan,  Gregg  Cline, 
and  Steve  Shenefield.

The  ONU  Women’s  Volleyball  team  finished  the 
1977-78  regular  season  with  a  17-15  record.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Coach  Sheila  Wallace  the  season  was 
filled  with  “ups  and  downs”,  but  “I  felt  we  played 
well  and  that  we  did  not  embarrass  ourselves.

The  1977-78  basketball  season  was  initially  looked  upon  with 
hopeful  anticipation.  Nearly  all  the  members  cf  the  team  were 
returnees  from  last  year’s  season  with  the  exception  cf  Mark 
Henschen.  The  team,  however,  had  its  problems,  ending  the  season 
with  a  12- 13  mark. 

While  a  better  season  was  expected,  the  team’s  overall  perform¬ 
ance  should  be  given  credit.  To  be  taken  into  consideration  is  the 
fact  that  of  the  13  games  they  lost  10  cf  them  saw  the  Bears  either 
leading  or  trailing  by  less  than  four  points.  In  addition,  in  many  of 
the  games,  they  held  the  lead  throughout  most  of  the  game  but  lost 
in  the  final  minutes. 

Part  of  the  team’s  problem  seemed  to  be  inexperience.  Although 
many  were  returnees,  few  had  seen  previous  substantial  action. 
With  one  senior,  two  sophomores,  and  two  freshmen  starting  most 
cf  the  season,  the  team  seemed  to  improve  with  each  game. 

The  team  seemed  to  peak  in  mid-season  as  they  won  the 
Defiance  College  Blue  &  Gold  Tournament  during  the  Xmas  break. 
The  team  was  6-4  at  this  point,  but  then  the  losses  came. 

ONU  lost  to  Heidelberg  in  the  first  round  of  the  OAC  playoffs, 
75-69.  This  is  the  first  year  ever  the  Bears  were  eliminated  in  the 
first  round  cf  the  conference  playoffs. 

Pat  Koester  received  the  Playmakers  Award,  George  Thieman 
was  the  top  defensive  player,  and  senior  Brad  Longberry  was  the 
team  MVP.

The  void  left  by  graduation  of  Brad  Longberry  may  ham¬ 
per  the  prospects  for  next  year’s  Polar  Bears.  A  1 974  Findlay 
High  School  graduate,  Longberry  started  every  varsity  game 
for  Northern.  His  string  of  104  consecutive  games  set  a  new 
Ohio  Athletic  Conference  record. 

The  talented  senior  ended  his  career  with  1391  points  and 
1036  rebounds.  He  is  only  the  third  ONU  player  to  surpass 
1000  in  both  scoring  and  rebounding  and  only  the  seventh 
player  in  the  76  —  year  history  cf  the  OAC. 

Longberry  led  the  Polar  Bears  in  scoring  this  season  with 
an  18  —  point  average  and  in  rebounds  with  an  11.5  average. 
He  led  the  OAC  in  rebounding  for  the  second  year  in  a  row 
and  ranked  among  the  top  20  in  the  NCAA  Division  III.  He 
was  named  to  the  first  team  in  the  OAC  all-star  balloting  for 
the  second  consecutive  year.  The  “iron  man”  versatility  of 
Brad  Longberry  will  be  admired  for  years  to  come  at  ONU 
and  in  the  Ohio  Athletic  Conference.

The  1977-78  wrestling  season  will  go  down  as  the 
best  ever  at  Ohio  Northern  University.  Coach  Toby 
McCormick  could  rightly  claim  that  this  was  “my 
best  team”. 

The  squad  rolled  through  a  grueling  regular  season 
schedule  with  a  24-2  record  in  dual  meet  competition 
that  included  victories  over  major  universities  East¬ 
ern  Michigan,  Bowling  Green,  Dayton,  Cincinnati, 
and  Akron  and  small  college  powers  Ashland,  Wright 
State,  and  Olivet. 

The  Bears  won  their  fourth  straight  Ohio  Athletic 
Conference  championship  with  four  ONU  wrestlers 
capturing  individual  titles.  Individual  champs  were 
Rick  Peiffer  (118  pounds),  Mark  Eshler  (126  pounds), 
Steve  Hohl  (142  pounds),  and  Doug  Burton  (150 
pounds).  It  was  Burton’s  second  title  and  Hohl’s  third. 
Hohl  was  also  named  the  most  valuable  wrestler  in 
the  tournament  and  Coach  McCormick  was  voted 
OAC  Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  success  did  not  end  with  the  OAC  champion¬ 
ships.  Northern  took  seven  wrestlers  to  the  National 
Championships  at  Wheaton  College  in  Illinois.  Bur¬ 
ton  finished  fourth  in  his  weight  class  while  Hohl 
placed  fifth  in  his  division  and  both  earned  All- 
American  ranking. 

The  Polar  Bears  placed  1 6th  in  the  team  standings 
at  the  nationals  for  their  highest  finish  ever.  They 
were  ranked  ninth  in  the  final  NCAA  Division  III 
national  poll. 
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Wrestling  All-Americans 


Unforgettable  is  the  only  way  to  describe  the  1977-78 
wrestling  season  for  the  Ohio  Northern  Polar  Bears. 
Every  one  of  Coach  Toby  McCormick’s  preseason  goals 
was  achieved  as  the  Bears  gave  their  departing  coach  a 
record  number  cf  wins,  his  personal  100th  career  vic¬ 
tory,  his  fourth  straight  OAC  title  and  his  team’s  highest 
NCAA  finish. 

For  starters,  the  Bears  compiled  an  amazing  24-2  dual 
meet  record,  the  most  wins  ever  by  an  ONU  wrestling 
team  and  a  tie  for  the  ONU  record  for  season  victories 
by  any  ONU  athletic  team.  The  only  losses  were  to 
Division  1  MAC  power  Toledo  and  former  NCAA 
Division  III  champion  John  Carroll.  Among  the  many 
big  wins  were  triumphs  over  major  colleges  like  Eastern 
Michigan,  Akron,  Bowling  Green  and  Dayton,  plus  wins 
against  small  college  toughies  like  Olivet,  Ashland,  Tay¬ 
lor  and  Baldwin- Wallace. 

The  OAC  Championships  were  the  season  topper. 
Hosted  by  ONU  for  the  first  time,  they  were  a  battle 
royal  between  the  Bears,  Mount  Union  and  BW  with 
ONU  putting  on  an  amazing  comeback  to  edge  Mount 
in  the  finals.  The  Bears  had  four  individual  champs: 
Rick  Peiffer  at  118,  Mark  Eshler  at  126,  Steve  Hohl  at 
142  and  Doug  Burton  at  150.  Hohl  was  voted  the 
tourney’s  MVP  and  McCormick  was  selected  OAC 
Coach  cf  the  Year.  Hohl  and  Burton  went  on  to  place  in 
the  NCAA  Division  III  championships  to  gain  All- 
American  status  (Burton  fourth  and  Hohl  fifth).

It  was  a  highly  productive  season  for  the 
Polar  Bear  Cindermen  in  1978.  The  squad,  in 
its  second  year  under  Coach  Jim  Laut,  had  an 
11-2  dual  meet  record  and  surprised  nearly 
everyone  with  a  runnerup  finish  at  the  OAC 
Championships. 

The  Bears  showed  surprising  overall  strength 
throughout  the  season  and  in  fact  the  only 
weakness  was  in  the  hurdles.  That  depth  gave 
ONU  14  place  winners  in  the  OAC  meet  and 
95  points  compared  to  109  for  Mount  Union, 
perrenial  powerhouse. 

More  important,  the  team  had  five  OAC 
champs.  Leading  the  way  were  distance  runners 
Matt  McGowan  and  Mike  Becraft.  They  finish¬ 
ed  one-two  in  the  5000  and  1 0,000  meter  runs, 

Becraft  winning  the  5,000  meter  race  and 
McGowan  the  10,000  meters.  Mark  Cook  took 
the  800  meters  for  the  second  year  in  a  row 
while  in  the  field  Dude  MeGarry  won  the  long 
jump  and  Tom  Kalb  took  the  high  jump. 

There  were  numerous  records  broken  during 
the  season  but  perhaps  none  so  dramatically  as 
the  discus  mark.  Before  the  season  started  it 
stood  at  149’1”.  By  season’s  end  Tom  Hammer 
had  it  up  to  158’8”,  an  amazing  performance!

But  for  seven  runs  the  Ohio  Northern  University  baseball  team 
could  have  been  23-6  instead  of  16-13  in  1978  and  but  for  three 
runs  the  Polar  Bears  could  have  hosted  the  Ohio  Conference 
Championship  series  instead  cf  finishing  third  in  the  OAC’s 
Northern  Division  with  a  9-6  mark. 

Ohio  Northern  lost  seven  games  by  one  run,  including  three  in 
the  Northern  Division,  who  cf  them  to  the  division  leaders. 


For  much  of  the  late  season  surge  the  Bears  were  starting  as 
many  as  five  freshman  in  their  lineup.  So  1979  could  see  Ohio 
Northern  with  its  most  experienced  team  ever. 

The  only  players  lost  to  graduation  as  first  baseman  Kurt 
Freytag  and  pitcher  Phil  Colflesh.  Freytag  was  second  among 
the  regulars  with  a  .352  batting  average  and  16  stolen  bases. 
Colflesh  produced  a  3-4  record,  4. 1 1  eamed-run-average,  and  40

hardest  to  take,  coming  in  15  innings,  Wooster’s  tying  run 
coming  in  the  seventh  when  the  Bears  were  just  one  out  away 
from  the  victory.  That  heartbreaker  was  followed  by  six  more 
losses  in  a  row  before  the  team  rebounded  to  win  nine  cf  its  last 
eleven. 

By  season’s  end,  Ohio  Northern  was  one  cf  the  hottest  teams 
in  the  OAC,  scoring  a  doubleheader  sweep  at  Mount  Union  that 
knocked  the  Purple  Raiders  from  contention  and  taking  a  single 
game  from  Baldwin-Wallace  that  put  Wooster  back  in  the  race. 
The  team  closed  with  a  seven  game  winning  streak. 

Despite  what  it  cost  the  Bears  this  year,  that  mid-season 
slump  is  already  being  looked  upon  as  a  blessing  in  disguise  by 
Coach  Herb  Strayer,  in  terms  of  the  future.  Several  younger 
players  were  given  their  shot  on  the  varsity  and  peifonned  quite 
capably.  Mark  Thompson  got  in  the  last  eleven  games  and 
batted  .400.  Scott  Ingram  came  in  late  to  play  a  solid  third  base 
and  showed  what  Coach  Strayer  termed  “one  of  the  strongest 
bats  on  the  team.’’  Another  freshman  late-comer  was  Ron  Burgei 
who  filled  in  as  the  designated  hitter  the  last  six  games  and 
batted  .294. 


The  team  was  led  offensively  by  junior  centerfielder  Mike 
Martin  who  was  tops  in  five  categories,  batting  (.381),  runs 
scored  (22),  hits  (40),  RBI’s  (21),  and  total  bases  (52).  Other  top 
hitters  who'll  all  be  back  include  Chris  Kubbs  (.329),  Steve 
Barney  (.308),  Steve  Page  (.313),  and  Bob  Taylor  (.300).  The 
team  finished  third  in  the  OAC  in  batting  with  a  .291  average. 

Northern  was  also  third  in  pitching  with  a  2.68  eamed-run- 
average  and  had  three  cf  the  top  four  pitchers  in  the  conference. 
Freshman  Jeff  Nischwitz,  with  a  4-1  record,  led  the  OAC  with  a 
0.47  ERA,  giving  up  just  two  earned  runs  in  38  innings  pitched. 
Bob  Taylor  (2-2)  was  third  with  a  1.23  ERA  and  sophomore  Jeff 
Schwerer  (3-2)  was  fourth  with  a  1.78  ERA.  He  was  third  in  the 
league  in  strikeouts  per  game  with  a  9.7  average. 

The  Bears  also  had  another  outstanding  baserunning  year  and 
came  close  to  breaking  the  conference  stolen  base  record  the 
Bears  themselves  set  in  1974  of  126  thefts  in  a  season.  This 
season  the  team  had  1 16  steals  in  127  attempts.  Steve  Barney  not 
only  led  the  OAC  and  the  nation  (NCAA,  Division  III)  in 
average  steals  per  game  (1.7)but  shattered  the  league  individual 
mark  cf  37  steals  set  in  1974  by  ONU’s  Steve  Shaip.  Barney  had 
45  stolen  bases  and  was  caught  just  twice. 
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Ohio  State  and  Ohio  University  proved  the  spoilers  for 
Ohio  Northern’s  hopes  of  a  successful  softball  season  in 
1978.  The  Polar  Bears,  under  Coach  Gayle  Lauth,  lost  to 
both  teams  three  times  during  the  season  to  finish  6-8 
overall.  Two  of  those  losses  came  in  tournament  action  and 
kept  the  Bears  from  repeating  as  State  champions,  a  title 
won  for  the  first  time  in  1977. 

Besides  losing  doubleheaders  to  OSU  and  OU  during  the 
regular  season  Ohio  Northern  also  got  blasted  by  Western 
Michigan.  But  a  big  doubleheader  sweep  cf  Bowling  Green 
and  wins  over  Albion,  Muskingum  and  Ashland  produced  a 
5-5  mark  going  into  the  tournament. 

In  the  championships  the  Bears  finished  1-3  their  only 
win  coming  against  BCSU.  Heartbreaking  2-0  losses  to 
OSU  and  Muskingum  on  the  opening  day  cf  competition 
took  the  wind  out  cf  ONU’s  sails  and  sent  thoughts  to 
thinking  about  next  year. 
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Disappointing  Season  For  Linksters

It  was  a  rough  year  for  the  linksters  at  Ohio  Northern 
with  the  Bears  experiencing  one  of  their  least  successful 
seasons  in  many  years. 

But  the  season  was  not  without  its  bright  spots  and  the 
brightest  was  senior  golfer  Paul  Root.  Root  frequently 
captured  medalist  honors  for  the  team  during  the  season 
and  had  Northern’s  best  average.  But  he  saved  his  best  for 
the  Ohio  Conference  championships  at  Kenyon's  Apple 
Valley  Country  Club.  Root  stayed  near  the  leaders 
throughout  the  two  day  tournament  and  finished  with  a  54- 
hole  score  cf  240,  good  for  fourth  place  among  more  than 
80  OAC  golfers.  That  also  earned  him  All-Conference 
honors,  making  him  the  first  ONU  athlete  to  gain  that 
distinction  in  golf.  Root  was  invited  for  the  second  year  in 
a  row  to  participate  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  champion¬ 
ships. 

As  a  team  Northern  did  not  fair  as  well  in  the  OAC 
meet  and  in  fact,  along  with  Kenyon,  was  forced  to 
withdraw  from  the  team  competition  because  cf  illness  to 
a  number  of  Bear  players. 
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Under  Coach  Arden  Roberson,  the  1978  Ohio 
Northern  men’s  tennis  team  had  a  successful  regular 
season  compiling  a  6-5  record. 

The  Bears  defeated  Bluffton  and  Findlay  twice 
each  and  also  took  Otterbein  and  Heidelberg.  Losses 
came  against  OAC  powers  Oberlin,  Wittenberg,  Ke¬ 
nyon  and  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  Capital. 

Northern’s  number  one  singles  player,  Sunil  Ge- 
hani,  enjoyed  his  best  season,  losing  only  two  matches 
during  the  regular  season.  Other  regulars  in  singles 
for  the  Bears  were  Tom  Fitzgibbon,  Craig  Pierson, 
Mike  Swick,  Dexter  Woods,  and  Rick  Kelling.  Dan 
Stuckey  saw  some  singles  action  but  primarily  joined 
Fitzgibbon  in  doubles  competition. 

In  the  OAC  Championships  at  Wooster  the  Bears 
placed  12th  with  just  three  points.  But  Stuckey  and 
Fitzgibbon  did  advance  to  the  semi-finals  before 
being  eliminated  and  Kelling  made  it  to  the  quar¬ 
terfinals  in  singles.  Four  of  Northern’s  first  five  singles 
players  had  to  play  against  seeded  players  to  start  the 
single  elimination  competition. 
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Women  Netters  —  1978 
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The  Ohio  Northern  women’s  tennis 
team  capped  its  outstanding  season  by 
receiving  a  first-ever  bid  to  participate 
in  the  OAISW  Small  College  tennis 
championships  at  Denison.  The  team 
failed  to  score  any  points  in  the  com¬ 
petition  but  had  at  least  earned  the 
invitation. 

In  regular  season  play  the  Bears 
compiled  an  outstanding  9-2  record  in 
dual  meets  including  a  season  ending 
four-match  winning  streak.  The  squads 
only  losses  were  to  Ohio  Wesleyan  and 
Wright  State. 

Handling  the  singles  for  ONU  this 
season  were  Tammy  Hanning,  Betsy 
Faulkner,  Ann  Campbell,  Carol  Ann 
Patrylak,  Linda  Nichols  and  Ann  Stark. 
Doubles  teams  were  Hanning  and 
Faulkner,  Campbell  and  Val  Weaver 
and  the  team  of  Cathy  Swartz  and 
Kathy  Healy.  Sheila  Wallace  was  head 
coach.

For  some  time  on  the  Ohio  Northern  campus,  the  Northern  Review  was  a  joke 
to  its  readers  and  an  exercise  in  futility  for  its  staff  members.  Little  more  than  a 
scandal  sheet  at  one  time,  the  newspaper  concentrated  almost  entirely  oil 
opinionated  writing.  Staff  members  wrote  "columns,"  while  "news"  consisted  cf" 
university  press  releases. 

In  the  last  six  years,  however,  the  whole  emphasis  of  the  paper  has  changed- 
Columns  were  eliminated  and  staff  members  researched  and  wrote  their  owrt 
news  stories.  In  1977-78,  the  Northern  Review  continued  this  rebuilding  process- 
increasing  emphasis  on  accuracy,  coherency,  and  professionalism,  along  with  at 
very  heavy  emphasis  on  instruction  and  training  of  new  writers  dominated  the 
paper. 

Putting  out  a  Review  takes  a  lot  of  man-hours.  Each  writer  spends  two  hour? 
each  week  in  an  instructional  meeting  where  he  also  gets  a  story  assignment.  Hi? 
arranges  his  own  interviews,  collects  information,  and  writes  his  own  story.  The 
editorial  staff  spends  one  complete  evening  simply  editing  and  re-writing  stories 
submitted  by  writers.  The  weekend  staff,  the  production  personnel,  spend  roughly 
twelve  hours  each  weekend  putting  out  a  paper  —  if  all  goes  smoothly.  If  not,  <i 
24-hour-paper  is  the  result. 

The  Review  last  year  had  an  average  of  six  writers  and  five  editorial  staff 
members.  The  production  staff  usually  consisted  of  four  people.  Total  time  of  all 
these  people  to  make  a  paper  is  approximately  120  man-hours. 

Working  on  the  Review  is  comparable  experience  to  that  gained  on  any  small 
weekly  paper  in  the  "real  world."  The  techniques  and  talents  gained  on  the 
paper,  if  applied,  are  sufficient  to  land  most  students  in  an  entry-level  position  it1 
journalism.

Citing  as  one  cf  his  primary  goals  “educational 
programs  and  opportunities  that  are  going  to  pre¬ 
pare  our  students  for  an  entry  level  position  in 
their  areas  of  personal  and  professional  interest”.
